VARIETIES OF WHEAT 
FOR ALBERTA 


~ GExperimental-: Farms’ Note) 

The five leading varieties of wheat 
in Alberta at the present time are 
Marquis, Reward, Garnet, Red Bobs 
222 and Renfrew. 

There has always been a tendency 


en variety such as Marquis with 
something new. Marquis still con- 
tinues to be the best variety to grow 
in districts where it is not subject 
to injury from early fall frost and 
rust. Under such conditions farmers 
should be tardy in replacing it. with 
wnproven sorts. 
Reward is a new variety of un- 
questionable merit and appears ‘to 
have certain characteristics - that. 
make it particularily suituble for cen.’ 
tral: and northern Alberta. It is 
about one week ‘earlier in maturity: 
than Marquis. It produces a sample 
of threshed ‘grain which resembles, 
and -is equal to Marquis in milling, and 
baking quality. Reward has repeat, 
edly ‘praven its merits as an exhibi- 
tion wheat: Its straw is strong. Un- 
der some conditions, .however,. Re-, 
ward’ will not yield as well as: Mai-. 
quis. This variety will Dossibly 
eventually réplace other early matur- 
ing ‘sorts “in Alberta.) 
Garnet ‘ts one or two days’ éarlier 
in maturity than Reward and under 
some conditions is a heavier yielder.. 
This variety has not met with favor 
from the Canadan millers although 
no complaints have been raised by 
the overseas trade. It is. doubtful ‘if. 
excellent variety will ever - be 
able to live down the prejudice de- 
veloped as a result of the discrimina- 
tion against it by the local milling: in- 
dustry. Where Reward is not avail- 
able, Garnet is the best variety to 
replace other early maturing sorts. 
Red Bobs 222 is about midway ur. tif 
tween Garnet and Marquis in matur- 
ity. It is a heavy yielder and has 
strong straw, but when grown under 
some conditions, lacks quality. of 
threshed grain. 
the only one that has prevented this 
sort becoming one of our ae var-

The new Federal Penal €ode, abol- 
ishing the death sentence and the 
jury system, and providing other rad- 
feal reforms became effective in the 
Vederal District and the territertes 
ef Mexico on December i5. 

The code was drawn up and prom- 
ulgated under special powers granted 
by Congress to Provisional President 
Pertes Gil. Because the Constitution 


sives the states autonomy in such: 


matters, the code does not apply to 
them unless they choose to substitute 
for existing State laws.

The sentence is then sub- 
mitted to the Supreme Courcil for 
final study and cenfirmation or rejec- 
tion, 

Among other reforms, the code. sti- 
pulates that parties to.a prospeetive 
duel must gubmit their differences to 
a court of honor, which wili endeavor 
te solve the dispute without blood- 
shed, and im no case will be empow- 
ered to authorize the duel. : 

A six-year penitentiary sentence 
will be imposed on a motorist respon- 
sible for a fatal accident. 


HEAD SASKATCHEWAN POOL 
GIVES ENCOURAGING REVIEW 


Toronto, Jan. 3.—"Western Canada 
has suffered a severe setback through 
the light crops harvested in the past. 
season—the lowest crop in yield, al- 
though the highest in quality, since 
1924"—-commented A. J. McPhail, 
president of the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool, in a statement publish- 
ed Thursday in the annual financial 
review of the Globe. ‘““We may as well 
admit the fact and make the best of. 
the situation, as the farmers and 
business men of the west are doing,” 
says Mr. McPhail.

states, the outlook and feeling 
throughout the country is much 
more encouraging tham that existing 
in 1922 and 1923. Mr. McPhail out- 
lines in his statement the ‘change 
that has been effected in the western 
farmer’s outlook by increased mech- 
anization of his work and by co-op- 
erative handling. 

He claims that the decreased move- 
ment of the crop to market has not 
been to blame for the slowing down 
of business. He says that the grain 


‘movement “has not been far from 


normal.” 

“A total ‘wheat crop for “Western 
Canada of 272,000,000 buhels, of 
which at least 60,000,000 bushels will 


be required for feed and seed—with Fs 


even' poorer returms for coarge’ grains 
—means a substantial drop’ in the 
annual income; even after making 
all reasonable allowances for lower 
harvesting : costs. ‘If «the 
yields were evenly distributed over 
all the farms of the west, or if the 
world wheat markets were not still 
affected by the surplus—now rapidly 
decréasing—of the record world crop 
of 1928—the largest’ crop of wheat 
ever harvested, Western Canada 
would not tave been so seriously af- 
feeted. : 
“As it is, however, there are a con- 
siderable number of farmers in 
many parts of Western Canada who 
are enjoying ‘a réasonable amount of 
prosperity, from crops only slightly 
below, or in a few cases above, the 
average. yield. At the same time, 
there are farmers in the same dis- 
trict who, from no fault of their 
own, had a poor crop or no crop at 
all. Low harvesting costs do not 
mean very much to those who had 
no crops to harvest.” 
“Notwithstanding the disappoint 
ing results of the crops of 1928 and 
1929—the one a huge crop of unpre- 
cedented poor quality and low prices, 
the other a crop’ of high quality but 
very low yield and prices not yet de- 
termined—the outlook and . feeling 
throughout the country is much more 


1922 and 1923. The people and par- 
ticularly the farmers have much 
more self-confidence than they had 
at that time.
